four hours. 
Negro Is Secreted. 

The negro is said to be secreted in a 
lumber yasd a mile from here and 
under a guard of soldiers. The town 
is in darkness at midnight, the mob 
having cut the electric light wires. 

As soon as the mob learned that 
their prisoner had - been _ spirited 
away when almost within reaching 
distance of them, their anger broke 
out two-fold and they have scattered 
into groups and are scouring the woods 
for the party. 

The Begro was arested by arailroad 
detective about 2 o’clock this after- 
noon. Immediately the mob began to 
gather and within two ,nours it had 
reached proportions that made the of- 
ficers realize that they were unable to 
cope with the situation. 

Troops Ordered Out. F 

At 4 o'clock the governor ordered 
the militia to the town, but one com- 
pany was of no avail and threé more 
companies, accompanied by Governor

At 5 o’clock the officers attempted 
to place the negro on a train to take 
him away.

During 
the time that I have filled it I have 
endeavored to »administer the affairs 
of the county economically and wisely 
and in the interest of all the people, 
without regard to section or affilia- 
tions. 

When I entered upon the duties of 
county commissioner about eleven 
years ago, there were not ten miles of 
modern paved roads in the county. 
Immediately after my qualification as 
a member of the board, I was appointed 
chairman of the public works commit- 
tee, which position I held almost con- 
tinuously until about two years ago. 
I gave the subject of road building 
systematic and thorough study, visit- 
ed at different times.the best built 
roads in this country and in Europe, 
and thoroughly familiarized myself 
with the most scientific, up-to-date 
methods of road building, and with the 
co-operation of the excellent members 
of the county board who have served 
with me from time to time, we have 
built in the last ten years more than 
two hundred and fifty miles in Ful- 
ton county of as fine macadam roads 
as can be found anywhere else in the 
world, and this work has been distrib- 
uted, taking into consideration pop- 
ulation and other proper conditions. as 
nearly equally over the different sec- 
tions of the city and county as it was 
possible to do, The demands for pub- 
lic work have been and are so. large 
and the means of the county so lim- 
ited that necessarily we have not been 
able to do-.everything that has been 
asked of us, nor everything that we 
desired to do. Our policy has been to 
select .first those thoroughfares which 
had already been established and which 
were most used. with here and there 
cross-connections which enable people 
from one section of the county to pass 
into another without having to come 
entirely into the city. 

It has not been my policy, nor that 
of the other members of the board co- 
operating with me since I have held 
this office, to make much noise about 
what we were doing, rather preferring 
to let the people judge from the actual 
work accomplished than from promises 
or self-praise. Largely for this rea- 
son, I think. the people ingide of the 
city of Atlanta do not realize what 
an enormous amount of work has been 
done by the board of county commis- 
sioners in the city, as well as out of 
it, and many people inside of the city 
have, from time to time, complained 
that by reason of the fact that the city 
pays a large proportion of the county 
taxes, that we were not distributing 
the public work fairly, so far as the 
city was concerned.’ As a matter of 
fact, the city has been more benefited 
by the construction of the roads in 
the country than the country itself, 
for nothing, in my opinion, has con- 
tributed more to the improvement and 
growth of Atlanta in the last ten years 
fthan the presence of the excellent sys- 
em of roads which lead into it now 
from every direction. But the best 
answer tothis criticism is that it {s not 
true. The county of Fulton is working 
now about five hundred convicts alto- 
gether, and during the past two or 
three years more than two-thirds of 
them have been constantly at work in- 
‘side of the city limits. At the present 
time there are some ,three hundred 
and fifty convicts working inside the 
city of Atlanta, or upon its public 
‘works, and this work has been dis- 
tributed as nearly equally among the 
different sections of the city as con- 
ditions would permit. .A large part of 
the work done for the city has been

The fact ig that it has always been 
my policy in doing work for the city, 
in view of our limited means and the 
practical impossibility of our undertak- 
ing to takecareof any large number of 
the streets in the city, to lend my as- 
sistance mainly upon these public works 
from which the entére city would receive 
the benefit, such as Whitehall street, 
Gordon street, West Hunter street, 
Edgewood avenue, Decatur street, Ma- 
rietta street, Peachtree street, Lee 
street, Capitol avenue, Ormond avenue, 
Cherokee avenue, South Boulevard, 
Ashby street, Simpson street, Hemp- 
hill ‘avenue, Moreland avenue and a 
large number of other public thorough- 
fares which are used more or less by 
the entfre public, as well as in such 
public works as laying water mains 
for the city, assisting in the construc- 
tion of the sewers, digging the new res- 
ervoir, etc. While I have not before me 
the exact statistics from which to 
make an accurate statement, I am:.sure 
that I am not exaggerating the matter 
at all when I state that within the past 
five years the board of commissioners 
of Fulton.county have done work in- 
side the city, or for the city, which, 
had the city had it done at its usual 
cost, would have it cost a million dol- 
lars. 

Ithas newer been my belief that any 
candidate for a position upon the board 
of county commissioners of this coun- 
ty ought to offer his candidacy as the 
representative of a particular section, 
He ought to be elected as a represent- 
ative of the entire county, and he 
ought to perform his duties in the 
same way. However, in spite of any 
effort that can be made to the con- 
trary, there still seems to be some 
apprehension on the part of the south 
side that the north side may g¢ 

something more than it is entitled 
to, amd an equal apprehension on the 
part of the north side that the south 
side will get more than it is entitled 
to. This, in my opinion, is an unfor- 
tunate viewpoint for the voters of the 
county to take. They ought to elect 
a man who will consider himself the 
representative of the entiré county and 
not of any particular section, I be- 
lieve that those people of this county 
who have closely followed my past 
record will give me credit for having 
been a representative of the entire 
county during the whole time that I 
have been a member of the board. 

The administration of the affairs 
of the county of Fulton, however, do 
not involve only the matter of road 
building, or other parte works. Only 
about two-fifths of the entire income. 
of the county is now used in the de- 
partment of public works. The other 
three-fifths is expended in running the 
courts, ye mgyre ne the jail, the in- 
dustrial farm, the almshouse, the pub- 
lic buildings and othe: departments of 
the county government not necessary 
to enumerate. The income of the coun- 
ty from its present tax levy and other 
sources now amourts to about $600,- 
000 per annum. This money belongs 
to the people, and the law hag so fixed 
it that the people select the board of 
directors to manage their affairs. As 
much care. in my opinion, should be 
taken by the voters of Fulton county 
in the selection of a member of the 
board of commissioners of this county 
as should be taken by the stockholders 
of a bank in the selection of its board. 
of directors to manage its affairs. Men 
of experience, of business ability, of 
integrity and of wisdom should be se- 
lected. As far as my own candidacy 
goes, I am lling to rest it upon my 
past record in the administration of 
the affairs of this office. 

For the future, I propose to con- 
tinue, if I am elected, to exercise my 
experience and such ability as I pos- 
sess in the interest of the entire peo- 
ple of this city and county, and in 
the administration of the affairs of 
this office as I have administered them 
in the past. except that, believing in 
progress, I am never willing to stand still 
and‘shaH always be. ready to improve. 
conditions.and to improve the admin- 
istration of the affairs of the* county . 
whenever I can. I will not be able to 
see all the voters personally before the 
primary, and I; therefore, take this 
means of soliciting their votes and in- 
fluence.

Big Sum Made No Im- 
pression on His Mind. 


Committee Probing the Indian 
Scandal Finds That Chief 
Johnson Deposited $75,000 
Soon After McMurray Got 
$750,000 in Fees. 


Subphur, Okla., August 16.—Douglass 
H. Johnson, chief of the 80,000 members 
of the (...cxasaw tribe, answered, ‘I 
don’t remember,” before the special 
congressional investigating committee 
today when asked how was it that he 
was able to deposit $75,000 to his per- 
sonal credit a few days after McMur- 
ray had received $750,000 as attorney’s 
fee. 

Johnson had testified that he al- 
ways had approved of what are known 
as the present McMurray contracts, 
which provide for the sale of $30,000,- 
000 worth of land belonging to the In- 
dians, and which would allow McMur- 
ray 10 per cent, or $3,000,000jin fees. 

He Was McMurray’s Friend. 

He also has urged other Indians to 
sign them. He testified he was a par- 
ticular friend of McMurray’s. He 
testified. in what are known as the 
citizenship cases several years ago, 
that he approved of a contract in which 
McMurray got salary of $5,000 a year 
and $2,700 a year expenses. A short 
time afterward he approved of another 
contract on which McMurray obtained 
for doing the same work a contingent 
fee of $750,000. The latter fee was to 
have been $1,500,000, but was cut down 
one-half bv the: government. 

“Why was it you were willing to give 
McMurray $750,000 for doing that for 
which he already was paid a salary?” 
asked Representative C. B. Miller. of 
Minnesota. 

“Because we thought he earned it,” 
Chief Johnson replied. “He kept off 
the rolls 3,200 claimants to our proper- 
ty and thus saved us $5,000 for each 
person kept off, or a total of $16,000,- 
000. I would have been willing to have 
paid him 50 per cent, or $8,000,000.” 

“A Little Graft Money.” 

“You were-willing to give a little 
graft money in order to save that 
much land, is that it? Now tell us 
why it is that a few days after that 
$750,000 was paid to McMurray you 
were able to deposit to your personal 
account in a bank at Denison, Texas, 
$75,000? Where did you get that $75,- 
000?’’ 

“I do not remember. I was dealing 
in cattle and my account varied, so de 
not remember.” 

“The depositing of $75.000 to your 
personal account produced so little im- 
pression on your mind that vou don’t 
remember? When you became chief or 
governor of your tribe, isn’t it a fact 
that your bank account was only $500? 
How, then, were you able to geposit 
$75,000 just a short time after McMur- 
ray got his $750,000 fee?’ 

He Did Not Remember. 

Chief Johnson insisted he did not re- 
member. 

Asked why $8,100 in werrants for 
expense accounts rendered by McMur- 
ray has been made out in his own fe.- 
vor, Johnson explained he was ac- 
customed to pay off the expense bills 
incurred by McMurray. Johnson said 
his salary as chief of his tribe was 
$4,000. 

In response to questions the wi+- 
ness said he had never received finan- 
clal aid from McMurray. He asserted 
a majority of his tribe favored paying 
McMurray $3,000,000 fee in the present 
proposed sale of land. 

Johnson occupied almost the entire 
day on the stand.

It is true, he has taken care to energetically. deny the imputation on 
two or three occasions, and to offer rather vociferous evidences of 
his neutrality. : 

The main test will be presented upon the forthcoming extended 
tour of Roosevelt, during which he will speak in places and under 
conditions that will merely preclude a failure to commit himself. 

The dramatic phase of the situation is that, in the absence of 
a clear-cut statement of the relations between the two former 
friends, the inference that both have chosen silence as the cover for 
disagreement will be inevitable.
